But with this 
to attract them and feed them, we've had a real population explosion and another of 
rabbits, which ars eating even tomato plants and flowers. So I've gotten traps for 
us and a neighbor from the state wildlife service. Hot supposed to hold rabbits and 
chipmunks but of the 16 animals we've caught and moved elsewhere, feo rabbits and 
tnree chipmunks. But wo'^e still got too many of all three.
